ROUGH PASSAGE. 


““ JAPAN” LOSES LIFEBOAT 
IN A STORM. 


A Vancouver paper of February 
19 has the following :— 


. With one lifeboat missing, part 
-of her port rail carried away 
and considerable minor damage 
done lito her superstructure, the 
C.P.O3S. liner Empress of Japan, 

_ Capt. A.J. Holland, reached port 
‘this afternoon from Oriental ports. 

"The passage from Yokohama was 
-one of the roughest the old liner 
has ever experienced during her 
thirty odd years on the Pacific 
and she took two days longer than 
‘usual to log the run. 


The Japan bucked a series of 
heavy northeast and southesst 
gales right across the Pacific. 
The second day out from Yoko- 
hama the ship ran into a terrific 
northpaster. For two .days it 
raged. A very beavy sea was 
shipped up and the ship labonred 
heavily. Progress.was very sloW, 
the vesse] “having to cut down 
her speed in order to make better 
weatber. The great combers 
swept right over the ship and the 
water found its way into 
the corridors. One huge sea 
lifted a lifeboat and wrenched it 
olear from the davits as though it 
were a match. Another sea 
crashed against the port side dur- 
ing the night and carried away a 
section of the rail. As the waves 
continued to sweep over, all her 
equipment that was not well 
secured was carried over the side 
into the raging sea. .

Hongkongby Dr.Legge. There the 
outcasts are segregated, but the 
missionaries visit them, teach 
them coinfort and help them in 
all ways possible, and in ther 
places much similar work goes on 
that we scarcely hear of. 


Or again, take the case of the 
lunatic. A few weeks ago I was 
shown over one of the most re- 
markable institutions in the world, 
theanly asyslum, withperhaps one 
small exception, for the mentally 
sfflicted in China. It wag founded 
by Dr. Sohn Kerr of the American 
Presbyterian Board and has been 
sustained during the last 30 years 
by the present superintendent 
with his labour and his means. 
The 600 immates are made as 
happy as possible under kind 
treatment. and useful o¢cup- 
ation. Thirty per cent. are 
cured, and it is safe to say nearly 
all. af them would but have gone 
from bad -to worse under the 
terrible treatment, at best utter 
neglect, accorded them in their 
native places. The Chinese 
authorities rend their cases there, 


¢{ our Hongkong Government also 


sends many. It is all the 
work of devoted missionaries, but 
what does the man in the Club 
or the woman at the bridge party 
kwow or care. about it, when, in 
R. L, Stevenson's phrase, they 
“deblatterate about missions,” 
with idle words of which they 
will give but a\poor account in 
the day of judgment? 

The Chinese themselves know 
better. It was'an unanswerable 
puzzle to them why people should 
come from djstant countries to 
give their lives to such work, and 
itso impressed them-that when 
the Boxers were planning the. 
destruction of al! foreign institu- 
tions orders ‘were given that the 
asylum for the insane was to be 
spared. . 

A short distance from the same 
spotare the blind homes wherg 
hundreds of boys and girls are 
rescued from the misery and the 
mors] dangers which beset them 
in China, and trained into healthy, 
happy citizeuship. 

Then there are the other hos- 
pitals, the trajning Colleges, and 
the great schools, where I had 
the opporturity of speaking to 
many hundred; of the choice 
youth of the province, of bath 
sexes, entrusted by good class 
families to the missionaries’ care. 
These are the hope of China, and 
I do not believe there is any 
other hope for that vast but 
helpless people. . 


The same work goes on in all 
non-Christian lands, and it, is an 
unqualified and undeniable fact, 
however you account for it, that 
nothing but faith in Jesus Christ 
as the . God-given Saviour 
of mankind sends men and 
women to give their lives to the 
people of other races in any such 
way. . tt

The annual Report and State- 
ment of Accounts, both of which 
have been published, were read by 
Dr. Pearce and Mr W. Sykes re- 
spectively. 


In proposing that the Report 
and Statement of Accounts be 
adopted and that copies be for- 
warded to the Bible Society in Lon 
don and to the Society's Agent in 
Shanghai, .the Chairman said that 
that was the 13th annual meeting 
he had the.honour of presiding over 
‘end: he was sorry -it would be the 
last. He had always appre- 
ciated the work-of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society and he 
was thankful there was a flourisb- 
ing Auxiliary im Hongxong. The 
Soviety existed mainly for the pro- 
pagation of truth. Truth was what 
was wanted nowadass. To-day 
people had rather different views of 
the Bible than they had some years 
ago, and furthermore the Bible 
was never needed more than it was 


Lloyd George, on his re 
Peace Conference in the summer, 
gave a sbort address to his fellow 
townsmen at Criccieth, which con- 
tained a real ‘message to the 
Church. He had asked whether the 
ai-sacrifice made by ovr meg 
was to end in nothing; and~hé 
answered the question in ‘the 
following. remarkable way.—t‘l 
spesk os one standing high on the 
watch-tower, and I know thatthe 
need of the land is not material 
but is spiritusl. Get the spiritual, 
and the material will follow. The 
wounds of the world are bleeding, 
and material things will dot heal 
them. “That is why I hail any 
movement which brings out and 
strengthens the great spirit of 
brotherhood. The onesneed of 
England and France to-day is the 
healing and brotherhood of the 
Cross."'. Theré was not the 
slightest doubt, the Chairman said 
that the one need of the world 
to-day was a spiritual one. There 
was the League of Nations and 
what was wanted now was a League 
of Churches. The Colony. ought 
not to be satisfied with its donation 
of $2,000 to the Society. One 
ought to aim for $20,000 at least. 
Be valued the Bible Society be- 
cause it afforded a great number 
of other different denominations 
of Christian people an opportunity 
of meeting together. When he 
returned he hoped that he would 
find that the auxiliary had gone 
up by leaps and bounds. 


Mr Shuhsi Hsu, in seconding the 
resolution, said that the. Bible 
Society was worthy of the greatest 
support, because it.attentions were 
directed to one of the most import! 
ant phases in Christian activity. 
She Society had done very great 
workin Ching, notonly by translat 
ing the Bible. into different 
languages but also by helping to 
uplift the people. If anything 
was, going to belp China in the 
future it was the dissemination of 
the Bible. Cooperation and‘union 
would help to bring sbout a true 
Christian world.” The praise- 
worthy work was not only con- 
fined to the workers of the Society. 
There was ‘4 big staff of’ Bible 
sellers. These people peretrate 
into every corner of the Empire. 
They reach any corner of the 
world with: a limited amount of 
energy and with no protection.

ARMY. OF GRADUATES IN 
MEDICINE.

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GERMANY’S INTERNAL POSITION. 


—— 0:7 


A good many things of international importance happen in this 
world of which Reuter tellsaus nothing at all, at least not until it has 
become fairly stale news, We were surprised to find on picking up 
the Canton Times yesterday that a monarchist revolution has broken 
out in Berlin, this statement being made on the authority of Reuter’s 
~ own correspondent at Paris. It appears from the message that the 

revolution broke out on Saturday, Marines of the Iron Division 
. marching froma neighbouring camp, seizing the Wilhelmstrasse. 
The message further states that the revolutionary leaders parleyed 
with the regular authorities during the night. but that the Cabinet 
rejected all their demands. A proclamation has been issued of 
monarchical character, bu: meanwhile, Herr Ebert and Herr Noske 
have issued a manifesto calling on the workers to reply to the so- 
called coup d'etat by a general strike. 

Such, in brief are the details of what, if true, constitutes a very 
important political ‘crisis in the history of Germany. The whole 
-. position of Germany, apart altogether from this latest news, is of 

extremely interesting character. Germany presents the story of a 
people who have got to get back all that their mistaken rulers lost 
forthem.--They have been militarily defeated after having been led 
* tobelieve that they were invincible; they “have had to suffer the 
imposition of terms in contrast to their formerly cherished ideas of 
being enabled to exact—-their whole outlook, nationally and interna- 
tionally has undergone a violént change. And it is but natural that 
there should have been created a very deep feeling of resentment 
_ and also of distrust of any who shold gain administrative power. 
‘Weare very fond of talking about humiliation, of making Germany 
realise that it is notventitled ta all the sun, but no man was ever 
brought down from an airy castle ard forced to eat humble pie 
without being resentfully disappointed, We have seen that all through 
the negotiations with the Supreme Council. Such resentment has 
had a very regrettable ‘manifestation recently in the insulting 
treatment. that has been given ta British and Allied officers in 
Berlin, but it is satisfactory to learn that those who were 
' jn authority at- that time promised a just punishment for 
* guch indiscretion and also expressed their regrets. It is' just as 
well to realise that the Allies cannot have allthe take; there 
hhes to be a little of the give as well, the only thing to guard 
against being any attempt on the part of Germany to evede the 
: lawful and accepted conditions of the Versailles Treaty. If any 
monarchical group has succeeded in wresting the power from those 
in whose hands it formerly was it will undoubted{y lead to a 
grat many complications and further sad days for Germany. For 
four own part we do not think that any people would ga back in 
allegiance, to the party that brought them such ruin as-the clique 
that took them into the late’ war and, in any case, we fee) that the 
workmen and the great mass of the peoplé, who were so solidly 
behind Herr Ebert and his party after the armistice, wil] not have 
agreat deal of time for anybody else. But whatever has happened 
Germany ia entitled to a little sympatby, no. matter what we have 
against her for past faults. She is passing through her most 
. momentous phase, ~ . . 

One bas only to think’ for « little while of the great changes in 
tho past five and a half years to realise what it must all’mean for a 
people who were industrially. prosperous if nothing else. It has 
eon more than a revolution to them and one must expect that a 

onsiderable period of time must elapse before things settle down to 
eaything like a normal state.. Thé Allies are trying to act justly 
feud even generously.to Germany from an economic standpoint and 
itis to be hoped that nothing will transpire which will upset—the 


ithout but there is legitimate room to hope that Germany will 
eventually emerge from out of the transition as a nation purged of 
cher ovils and strengthened in her better points, 


NOETS & COMMENTS. 


THAT ST, GEORGE'S MEETING. 


The writer of what follows is 
an Englishman who attended the 
annual meeting of the Society of 
St George. Ifhe has to offer a 
few criticisms he will at least be 
absolved from any charge of 
national bias or prejudice against 
Englishmen, ‘Che suggestion made 
by Mr. Frost, in his letter to the 
papers on the day of the meeting, 
that the gathering had not bean 
regularly convened, proves,. on 
examination, to be a little be- 
side the mark, for the ad- 
vertisement did appear well 
within the requisite seven days 
before the date of the meeting. 
It was published on the 6th and 
the 13th instant. All the same, 
by no means sufficient put icity 
was given to the pending mecting, 
for the mere insertion of an 
advertisement twice in.one paper 
cannot be regarded as adequate 
notice to all the members of the 
Society. Tre St Andrew's Society 
does things far better, The Ac- 
counts and Committee's Report 
are circulated in printed form 
to all members -long before 
the meeting, with the result 
that everybody knows the date 
well in advance and, what is 
more, is able to attend the meet- 
lug "after having thoroughly 
digested the report: and the 
financial statement. In,the case 
‘ofthe St. ,George’s Society, the 
members who,did attend the 
annusl meeting had only a few 
minutes in which to look over 
three separate financial'accounts, 
Lwhilst as’ for a Committee's 
report there was none! The 
notice convening, the meeting 
stated that the first item was “to 
receive, the Report of the Com- 
mittee and the Statement of 
Accounts for the past year.” The 
only “report” furnished’ was the 
speech of the Chairman, which, 
so far as the year's activities of 
the Society were concerned, con- 
tained precious little. What is 
needad is that the practice of the 
S:. Andrew's Society be followed. 
Let us have a properly drawn up 
report and accounts, together 


[with a list of members. Then 


Englishmen who attend» the 
annual meeting will be able to 
take, an intelligent interest in 
the business.

As tothe meeting itself, we 
have never seen one that was 
worse handled, The only sensible 
piece of procedure was that’ by 
which those present were given 
free “choice to nominate and vote 
for whom they liked-to serve on 
the Gommittee, though the 
absence of alist of members made 
this task somewhat of farce. 
And the ballot! We don’t know 
what complexities presented 
themselves to the scrutineers, beé 
the fact remains that they 
took about half an hour to 
arrive, at the result and 
by the time it was made known 
fully three-quarters of the mem- 
bers had left. The consequence 
was that this little handful of men 
decided by 2 show of hands who 
should be the twelfth member of 
the Committee, there being a tie 
forthe place. Incidentally, the 
three scrutineers were outside the 
room busy counting votes when 
the meeting grappled with the 
problem as to the form in which 
S:. George’s Day should be cele- 
brated, and as one of the motions 
was declared last by only two 
votes,'they might have upset the 
decision had they been present!

In tele- 
pathy it is the audience who are 
called upon to communicate 
their commands to the telepathist, 
who acts upon them without 
losing his sense of will, though in 
the receplion of the mental 
mossage ho has to relapse. into a 
light mental trance, during which 
condition he can neither read, 
write nor speak. 

Mr. Rubini is a Czecho-Slovak 
and'arrived in Hongkong yester- 
day, bringing with him a reput- 
ation from Holland and Europe as 
an accomplished telepathist. He 
will give some public perfor- 
mances at the Victoria Theatre 
at which his telepathic powers, 
in various phases, will be amply 
demonstrated. A private scientific 
seance was. given at the Hong- 
kong" Hotel yesterday to. re- 
presentatives of the Press, the 
Medical Faculty and Mr. 
Burlingham, the Assistant Super- 
.intendent of Police. “In accord- 
ance with the invitation extended 
to him, the writer proceeded to a 
private room at the Hotel in 


which the demonstration was 
given. He was there initiated 
into a series of telepathic 
demonstrations which were re- 
markable for the correctness 
with which they were carried 
outto.conform with the mental 
commands of the “conductor”, 
which is the: term applied tothe 
[pergon who directs the subcon- 
scious actions of the telepathist. 
First our representative was 
given a paper which gave him 
directions for the proper.conduct- 
ingof telepathic experiments. It 
enjoined him not to confuse 
“mental "telepathy" with 
“thought reading", but to.under- 
stand that Mr. Rubini could only 
act on mental commands 
which must be pre-determined in 
the proper order in accordance 
with the succession of actions 
that went to make up the whole 
operation of the seance or expe 
iment. Having mentallydige. tel 
these instructions, our repre- 
sentative thought out an exper- 
iment which he calculated would 
administer the knock-out to the 
most redoubtable of telepathists. 
He secured the visiting-card of a 
Mr, N.C. Ko, enclosed it in an 
envelope, and inserted it in the 
breast pocket of Mr. Burlingham’s 
jacket. All these actions were, 
of course, concealed from Mr. 
Rubini, who had been sent out 
of the room and kept under 
the eye of one of the audience. 


be given than: by repeating here 
the commands which our re- 
presentative mentally telegraphed 
to Mr. Rubdini during the 
process >— . 

“Walk to the fourth row of 
chairs-turn to the right—ap- 
proach Mr. Burlingham—take the 
envelope from his breast packet " 
(here the telepathist in taking ont 
the envelopes also grabbed Mr. 
Burlingham's cigarette case)—~~ 
“ No, no, put that case down on the 
table and pick up the en. 
velope only—that's right—now 
open it-take out the card 
which it | contains—it’ bear 
tho name of Mr. Ko—bring 
it to him—turn round—walk to 
the fourth row of chairs—turn in 
—now put it in Mr. Ko's breast 
pocket.” 

All these mental injunctions 
were responded to by the tele- 
pathist with such uncanny cor- 
rectness thatit gave the news- 
paperman a cold feeling down 
the spine. He surmised that the 
“divining rod” had a great 
deal to do with this establish- 


ment of mental communications, ” | 


and as the result, was: further 
surprised when another exp r- 
iment of the same nature was 
made with a watch-chain belong; 
ing to a member of the audience. 
To all appearances the chain 
seemed asuseful a “ divining rod” 
as the original article. The 
seances reached a more advanced 
stage when members of the 
audience were shown that by 
walking one or two paces ‘behind 
Mr. Rubini, they could transmit 
their mental commands to the 
telepathist without the medium 
of the divining rod. In this way 
the telepathist was made to walk 
to an adjoining room, pick out the 
objects that had been concealed 
there, walk up to the piano and 
play on it. It was a startling all- 
round. exhibition of telepathic 
powers and the audience were all 
unanimous in the opinion that 
Mr. Rubini had exceeded their 


highest expectations of his ~ 


powers. 

- When the-fact-is remembered 
that Mir, Rubini does not under- 
stand English the amazing nature 
of the phenomeron is made moro 
apparent. In watever language 
the thoughts of the audience are 
formed, their message can be 
rec-ived in the telepathic mind. 
How this can be so, is-‘one of the 
mysteries .of .the phenomehon, 
but the fact remains that differ- 
ence in languages is not one of 
the handicaps to the establish-” 
ment of telepathic communie- 
‘ation between one person. and 
' another, 

It was explained by Mr. 
Kokke, Manager for Mr. Rubini, 
that too much importance could. 
not be given to the requirement 
that those persons who desire to 
participate in an experiment 
must possess a clear line of 
thoughts for the guidance of the 
telepathist. At one of the seances 
it was noticed that the telepathist 
was sometimes, thrown into 
an undecided’ Jine of action 
owing to the fact that the lady 
who was involved in the exper- 
iment did not fully’ concentrate 
her thoughts on the line of actions 
that she desired to mentally con- 
vey to the telepathist. This 
shows how completely the actions 
of the telepathist, are’ under the 
control of the audience. :

The passion for embroidery is 
growing, and many richly em- 
broidered tunics are worn. Brown 
velvet is embroidered in gold
